Use Of Dairy Products Not 
Increasing, Officials Say —

Northern Michigan dairy farmers were warned Tuesday night by 
Charlie Stone of the American Dairy Association that they must 
face the present dairy industry situation. 

Speaking to 400 members of the Jordan Valley Cooperative Crea- 
mery in annual meeting at East Jordan high school, Stone said: 
“Each one of you have a big investment in the dairy industry. You 
must maintain that investment if you are going to stay in business.’? 

Stone told the farmers that our population is increasing daily and 
production of dairy products are increasing, but that consumpHen 
of these products is on the down grade.

‘The East: Jordan city council moved headlong into «their work 
Tuesday night, the first session of the new council since the annual 


spring election. 


The body accepted the resignation of Councilman Dan Bennet 
of the Second ward. Following this Mayor Chris Taylor appointed 
Greg Boswell to fill out the unexpired term. The appointment was 


approved by the council. 


In response to a-request from 
Merrit Shaw, a representative of 
the East Jordan Businessmen’s 
Association, the council voted 
$400 toward the association’s ad- 
veitising fund. One councilman 
noted that this amount was the 
seme given by the council to the 
former Chamber of Commerce. 


The council created the of- 
fice of superintendent of pub- 
lic works and named Dan 

‘Bennett to head that office at 
a salary of $3,200 annually. 


The councilmen also hiked the 
pay for the chief of police from 
$2,900 to $3,200 annually. The 
right patrolman’s pay was in- 
creased to $1.15eper hour. 

The council is seriously con- 
sidering the establishing of a 
time clock which will be punched 


- by city workers. 


THE COUNCIL members ag- 
reed to act as a reception com- 
mittee welcoming a visiting May- 
or to East Jordan in the state- 
wide exchange of mayors as a 
part of Michigan Week. 

The council: also decided. to 


’ purchase a fire truck, after lis- 


tening to a-delegation from the 
Fire Department. The truck to 
be purchased will cost about $7, - 
500 with delivery sometime in 
May. 

After listening to Walter 
H'ckeox, representing several lo- 
cai sportsmen, it was decided to 
allow them to construct small 
docks along the south west side 
of Jordan River for smali craft.

Bend, Ind., said the drop in the 
price of butter’ may 
sales from eight to 10 percent. 

Ryger told the co-op: members 
that their firm. has had a. very 
successful year here in East Jor- 
dan. He also said that new equip- 
ment at the creamery should lo- 
wer operation costs. , 


“This big turnout tonight,” 
Ryger said, “means that the 
farmers of northern Michi- 
gan are interested in the Jor- 
dan Valley Cooperative Crea- 
mery.” 


D. B. Veiner director of the 
Michigan State College cooper- 
ative extension service, said the | 
creamery’s good year means the 
firm has had good management.

VARNER’S TALK carried the 
thought that farmers in this at- 
emic age are the most important 
people in the world.

He said farmers of today have 
a direct relationship with inter- 
national wars.

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Short wéight in ice cream was the most frequent violation of Mich- 
igan dairy laws uncovered in 898 inspections made by representa- 
tatives of the Bureau of Dairying of the Michigan Department of 


Agriculture during a recent inspection period. 


Out of 16,415 tests run by the Bureau of Dairying during the 
period there were only 1,183 rejects. By far the greater percentage 
of those persons engaged in the dairy business in the state live up 


to the spirit of the Jaw as well as the letter of it. 


But there are exceptions. That is why representatives of the 


« 


Michigan Department of Agriculture are constantly at work 


throughout the state. And they run into some unusual things. 


At Coldwater 104 one-gallon containers were found with the ice 
cream contents failing to weigh up to the 4.5 pounds per gallon re- 
quired by Michigan Jaw for ice cream. A similar disclosure was 
made at Burkley where 45 one-half gallon containers of ice cream 
were found to short weight. At Hancock inspectors found 41 quart 
packages and 20 pint packages of i¢e cream that were short weight. 
; At Charlotte an inspector ran into artificial flavor in maple nut 
ice cream mix. And artificial flavor in ice cream is illegal in Mich- 
igan: So is imitation custard flavor, a gallon of which was found at 
Chassel. It contained coumarin and glycerine. The gallon was dump- 


ed down the sewer while the inspector watched. 


In a Reed City Dairy, inspectors found a pound can of an antio- 


xidant, which it is illegal to place in Michigan milk.

Local Farmers 
Return From 
Washington Trip 


Farm leaders from Indiana, 


-Tilinois and Michigan returned 


home last weekend after a week 
visit to Washington to appeal 
for extending farm price sup- 
ports at a minimum of 90% of 
parity and adequate appropria- 
tions for rural electrification, 
soil conservation and other ag- 
riculture activities. 

Among the group, which total- 
ed 165 from the three states, 
were Harry Pearsall of East 
Jordan and LeRoy Hardy of 
Boyne City. 

The earavan, which traveled 
in three chartered busses, was 
sponsored by the National Far- 
mers Union. But many taking 
part were local Farm Bureau lea- 
ders who disagree with national 
Farm Bureau leaders’ backing 
for lower price supports under 
the Administration’s “sliding 
scale” proposal. 

Congressional votes from the 
three states may be crucial in 
deciding how the price support 
decision goes, the group was told 
hy National Farmers Union lead- 
ers Congressmen of both part- 
ties from the West, South and 
Great Plains states will favor 
90% .of parity supports over- 
whelmingly, they. predicted. Most 
of the Congressmen were visited 
ia person by farmers from their 
own districts and others in the 
course of the 5 day visit. 

Sen. Hubert Humphrey (Dem., 
finn.) described the 90% of 
parity supports as “just a safety 
net; not a guaranteed profit.” 


‘One of the key leaders in the bi- 


partisan farm bloc opposed to 
Agriculture Secretary Benson’s 
plan for cutting the level of 
supports, Sen. Humphrey ad- 
dressed the group in a special 
meeting. * 

Sen. Humprhey warned that 
rising unemployment in the cit- 
ies is causing increased trouble 
cn the farm front. “There’s a di- 
rect relationship between work- 
ers’ wages and farm prices,” Sen. 
Humphrey ‘declared. “We «sell 
more pork chops to the men that 
work on the railroad than we do 


_to the chairman of the board.” 


The farmer-delegation . saw 
some of their objectives won be- 
Tore they left the Capital, when 
the House of Representatives al- 
most doubled the amount of loan 
funds for REA and substantially 
increased the funds for soil -con- 
servation, school lunches, Far- 
mers Home Administration, and 
other “action”. programs,. over 
the amounts recommended by 
Secretary Benson: (contributed)

Although more than a million elm trees were inspected for Dutch 
Elm disease last year only 1,218 were found to be infected with this 
disease which proves fatal to elms, according to G. 8. McIntyre, dir- 
ector of the Michigan Department of Agriculture. 


The infection was not found in Michigan until 1950. Many 
thousands of beautiful elm shade trees have been killed in Ohio 
and eastern states since the disease was discovered in 1930. 


C. A Boyer chief of the bureau of plant industry for the Michi- 
gan Deparment of Agriculture, says the disease is a killer of all spec-

Under a regulation of the Michigan Department trees infected 
with Dutch Elm disease are declared a public nuisance, and must be 
removed by property owners within 10 days of discovery.

Use the car ash tray for cig- 
aret butts and be sure your 
match is out before throwing it 
away. If you’re walking thru 
woods, serape away leaf litter 
and stamp out your cigaret; or 
pipe heel-in mineral soil. Break 
a match before throwing it away 
—if it won’t burn your finger, 
it-3 not likely to harm the woods.
